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Reports  of  Officers 

PRESIDENT 

Once  again  the  year  has  come  to  a  close,  and  it  is  time  to 
evaluate  the  activities  and  achievements  of  the  Winston-Salem 
Junior  League.  The  detailed  reports  of  the  individual  committees 
will  be  given  by  the  Chairmen,  so  this  report  will  be  a  summary 
of  the  over-all  picture. 

I  am  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  of  reviewing  briefly  the 
events  of  the  past  year  and  to  thank  publicly  the  Committee 
Chairmen  and  each  individual  member  of  the  League  for  their 
cooperation,  faithfulness  and  dependability  which  has  given  this 
year  what  success  it  has  had. 

In  November,  Miss  Gloria  Chandler,  Staff  Radio  Consultant 
of  A.  J.  L.  A.,  made  us  a  visit.  Our  Radio  Plan,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Charlotte  Demorest,  had  made  tremendous  strides, 
and  the  value  of  the  program  was  recognized  by  the  community. 
So  successful  had  been  the  Radio  Plan,  that  it  received  nation- 
wide publicity  as  a  pioneer  project  worthy  of  duplicating  in 
other  cities.  With  such  a  past  record,  we  realized  our  responsibil- 
ity did  not  end  with  the  termination  of  Miss  Demorest's  contract. 
We  turned  to  Miss  Chandler  to  help  us  set  our  course  for  the 
continuation  of  the  program. 

At  the  December  meeting  the  budget  and  new  set-up  were 
fully  explained  to  the  League  by  Mrs.  Linville  Martin,  head  of 
the  Community  Radio  Council.  A  vote  was  taken  by  mail  and  an 
overwhelming  majority  agreed  that  the  League,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Community  Council,  finance  the  Radio  Council  for  a 
period  of  three  years.  Our  pledge  amounts  to  $2,500  per  year, 
and  the  Community  Council  has  contributed  $8,000  to  be  spent 
over  the  same  period.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services 
of  Mrs.  Bruce  Williams  to  fill  the  important  job  of  Executive 
Secretary.  From  the  report  of  the  Radio  Chairman,  you  can  see 
how  the  program  has  expanded. 

Our  other  big  undertaking  this  year  has  been  in  the  field  of 
the  Cultural  Arts.  After  a  thorough  investigation,  the  need  for 
money  to  be  spent  here  seemed  at  this  time  to  take  precedent 
over  Public  Welfare,  to  which  we  have  contributed  so  generously 
in  the  past.  With  careful  consideration  and  conferences  with  the 
proper  authorities,  the  Arts  Committee  presented  a  recreational 
program  and  ensuing  budget  to  the  League.  This  program  had 
the  sanction  of  Miss  Virginia  Lee  Comer,  who  through  her  sev- 
eral field  visits  here,  understands  so  well  our  community  and 
our  opportunities  for  serving  it.  The  program  and  budget  were 
received  enthusiastically  both  by  the  League  and  the  community. 
A  $1,000  donation  was  allocated  to  the  Wachovia  Historical  So- 
ciety to  make  possible  the  opening  of  the  Museum  for  several 
days  a  week  under  a  director.  The  attendance  at  the  Museum 
has  been  gratifying. 

The  other  phase  of  the  Cultural  Arts  program  was  the  deci- 
sion to  secure  for  the  city  a  Director  of  Arts  and  Crafts  for  a 
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period  of  three  years — the  salary  not  exceeding  $3,000  a  year. 
There  have  been  several  interviews,  hut  to  date  such  a  person  has 
not  been  employed. 

Again  the  League  voted  to  give  financial  support  to  the  Pied- 
mont Festival  which  is  entering  its  third  successful  year.  The 
amount  of  $500  has  already  been  turned  over  to  that  organization. 

Plans  are  going  ahead  for  an  office  on  the  sixth  floor  of  the 
Pepper  Building.  Our  Thrift  Shop  has  had  one  of  its  most  pros- 
perous years,  and  with  our  large  financial  commitments  for  the 
coming  years,  we  may  look  to  it  as  a  means  to  help  us  carry 
out  our  plans. 

Attendance  has  continued  to  be  a  problem.  This  year  it  has 
been  best  solved  by  luncheon  meetings.  Whether  this  type  of 
meeting  will  be  a  permanent  solution  is  a  debatable  question. 

I  will  not  go  into  detail  concerning  the  roster  of  members 
serving  on  almost  every  committee  in  the  city.  This  you  may  read 
in  the  report  of  the  Placement  Chairman.  The  influence  and 
prestige  of  the  Junior  League  should  make  us  very  proud. 

Our  financial  budget  for  the  next  three  years  is  a  large  one. 
But  we  must  do  more  than  fulfill  our  financial  obligations  if  we 
are  to  be  successful.  Each  one  of  us  must  acquaint  herself  with 
our  endeavors  and  unite  in  interpreting  them  to  the  community. 
Only  then  can  we  succeed. 

This  year  hasn't  been  a  fair  exchange,  for  I  have  received  so 
much  more  from  serving  the  League  than  I  have  been  able  to 
give  in  return.  It  was  an  interesting  experience,  and  I  thank  you 
for  having  given  me  the  opportunity.

League  Beauty  Parlor  was  $1,023.37.  The  year's  pledge  of  $2,500 
was  paid  to  the  Junior  League.  This  pledge  was  met  from  last 
year's  profits.  The  present  bank  balance,  March  31,  1945,  is 
$1,739.91. 

The  loss  of  two  of  our  best  operators,  to  open  a  shop  of  their 
own,  left  us  from  May  through  September  with  only  three  opera- 
tors. One  of  these  was  part-time.  During  this  period,  ten  to  fif- 
teen appointments  each  day  had  to  be  refused,  and  we  lost  a 
number  of  our  oldest  and  best  customers.  Every  effort  was  made 
to  obtain  good  operators. 

Mrs.  Lelia  Weavil  is  our  most-efficient  manager  and  graceous 
hostess.  The  Shop  has  the  best  of  supplies  and  equipment.  We 
have  continued  to  close  on  Saturday  afternoon  at  1  o'clock  since 
June,  1944. 

We  have  four  operators.  t3ne  has  just  completed  her  train- 
ing. We  are  very  proud  of  one  of  our  operators.  Miss  Jewel  Hil- 
lard,  who  took  the  Canteen  Course  at  night  and  works  at  the 
Canteen  her  only  afternoon  off. 

Miss  Marian  Bialac  visited  the  Shop  for  three  days  in  Novem- 
ber and  helped  the  operators  with  the  use  of  Bialac  cosmetics 
for  the  customers. 

Helen  Curtis  sent  representatives  three  times  during  the  year 
to  teach  the  operators  the  latest  in  cold  wave  permanents. 

At  the  present  time  the  Shop  is  making  money.  We  shall  con- 
tinue to  give  you  the  best  possible  Service  and  ask  your  loyal 
cooperation.

CHILDREN'S  THEATER 

Two  plays  were  given  by  the  Junior  League  of  Winston-Salem 
during  the  past  year.  "Titian,"  by  Tully,  was  given  April  25th, 
26th  and  28th,  1944,  as  the  last  production  of  the  1943-1944  Chil- 
dren's Theater  Series.  Three  performances  were  given  in  the 
city's  three  high  school  auditoriums  to  a  combined  audience  of 
approximately  thirty-three  hundred  children.  Sixty-two  League 
members  participated  in  the  performance. 

On  November  30th  and  December  1st  three  performances  of 
"Aladdin"  were  given,  as  tlie  first  of  the  1944-1945  Children's 
Theater  Series.  This  play  was  also  given  in  the  three  high  school 
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auditoriums    to    approximately    thirty-three    hundred  children.

ARTS  REPORT  1944  -  1945 

Many  gratifying  developments  occurred  in  the  cultural  field 
in  the  year  following  the  second  visit  from  Virginia  Lee  Comer, 
Art  Consultant  from  A.  J.  L.  A.  Community  Service  Staff.  These 
can  be  found  in  her  report. 

The  Arts  Committee  formulated  their  plans  for  the  year  from 
Miss  Comer's  advice:  "Conditions  of  Winston-Salem  indicate  that 
the  League  would  be  wise  to  strengthen  already  established  agen- 
cies; i.e.,  museum,  library,  recreation  department,  public  schools 
and  no  matter  what  new  activity  the  League  might  follow,  it 
should  not  jeopardize  its  established  contribution  to  the  Chil- 
dren's Theater  and  the  Piedmont  Festival." 

Last  summer  League  girls  assisted  with  the  work  of  the 
Festival  by  serving  on  various  committees  and  selling  tickets. 
The  Festival  closed  its  second  successful  season,  in  spite  of  the 
polio  epidemic,  which  meant  cancellation  of  the  children's  con- 
cert. A  great  deal  more  emphasis  was  put  on  the  Arts  and 
Crafts  Exhibit  last  year.  The  League  contributed  $600  to  the 
support  of  the  Festival. 

No  program  was  planned  by  the  Arts  Committee  in  the  Fall 
of  last  year  other  than  cooperation  with  the  Children's  Theater 
to  produce  the  play,  "Aladdin." 

An  outstanding  contribution  was  made  by  the  League  in  vol- 
unteer service  in  cooperation  with  the  Community  Radio  Plan. 
League  girls  assisted  with  in-school  broadcasts  in  the  fourth  and 
sixth  grades  of  Wiley  School  by  going  into  classrooms  with  vis- 
ual aids,  interpreting  to  children  information  about  foreign  coun- 
tries they  were  to  hear  over  the  radio  on  the  series,  "Books  Brina: 
Adventure."  These  volunteers  were  not  only  making  a  valuable 
contribution  to  public  schools  but  also  demonstrating  how  the 
arts  and  radio  can  be  coordinated.  Books  were  purchased  from 
the  radio  series  and  contributed  to  the  Negro  branch  of  the  pub- 
lic library. 

Volunteer  service  was  continued  in  the  Recreation  Department, 
however  the  girls  were  hampered  in  their  work  by  lack  of  suffi- 
cient supplies.  There  is  a  definite  need  for  organization  in  the 
community  of  all  volunteers  in  recreation. 

At  the  January  meeting  the  League  voted  to  supply  funds 
for  the  salary  of  an  Art  and  Crafts  director  in  the  City  Recre- 
ation Department.  It  was  believed  that  the  director  over  a  period 
of  time  would  arouse  in  teachers,  children  and  parents  a  desire 
for  a  greater  participation  in  art  in  Winston-Salem,  and  more 
opportunity  for  a  broader  art  program. 

The  League  also  made  a  financial  contribution  to  the  Wa- 
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chovia  Museum  in  order  that  its  doors  may  be  open  a  few  days 
each  week,  for  a  period  of  three  years.  Plans  are  going  forward 
now  under  the  new  arts  committee  to  set  u})  a  working  committee 
for  the  museum  in  order  that,  aniontr  other  things,  story-telling 
can  he  included  there  for  children. 

The  League  has  a  great  deal  to  look  forward  to  in  the  coming 
years  in  the  cultural  field.  The  groundwork  has  been  started.  The 
challenge  is  yours  to  accept  and  go  forward.  The  sky  is  the 
limit!

EDUCATION 

The  Educational  program  of  the  Junior  League  for  1944-45 
was  influenced  by  the  Education  Committee's  questionnaire  an- 
swered at  the  beginning  of  the  year  by  the  League  members. 
High-lights  of  the  answers  were:  a  majority  prefered  nine  meet- 
ings a  year  lasting  one  and  one-half  hours,  usually  in  the  morn- 
ing. Speakers  and  movies  were  the  two  most  popular  choices.  The 
meetings  were  planned  to  be  varied  as  to  time  and  place  in  or- 
der to  reach  as  many  members  as  possible. 

The  Annual  meeting  was  held  in  May  at  which  time  Miss 
Virginia  Lee  Comer  from  A.J.L.A.  gave  some  of  her  impressions 
of  her  Arts  survey  in  Winston-Salem.  The  meeting  in  October 
featured  a  Thrift  Shop  Style  Show.  Miss  Gloria  Chandler  of 
A.J.L.A.  spoke  in  November  at  a  luncheon  meeting  on  "Radio." 

Rabbi  Rosenthal  spoke  at  a  night  meeting  in  December.  The 
January  meeting  was  in  the  morning.  Mrs.  T.  O.  Moore  pre- 
sented the  Arts  Committee's  report  concerning  the  Arts  and 
Crafts  Director  for  the  Recreational  Department  and  the  plans 
for  a  director  at  the  Wachovia  Museum.  February  was  also  a 
morning  meeting  with  the  Flying  Safety  movie  "Learn  and  Live", 
showing  educational  methods  in  the  Air  Force. 

Dr.  Eugene  Pfaff,  Director  of  the  Southern  Council  of  In- 
ternational Relations,  spoke  on  "Your  Stake  in  the  Peace",  fol- 
lowing a  luncheon  in  April. 

Mrs,  Stratton  Coyner  was  the  Provisional  Chairman  and 
planned  the  course  following  the  National  League's  "Basic  Pro- 
visional Course  Outline".  At  the  first  meeting  Mrs.  Coyner  ex- 
plained the  Course.  The  following  members  spoke  on  the  local 
League's  work:  Mrs.  Marcus  Wilkinson — Placement,  Mrs.  John 
Whitaker — Public  Relations,  Miss  Ann  Pepper — Magazine,  Miss 
E.  Sue  Cox — Newssheet,  Mrs.  George  Price — Education.  Mrs. 
Linville  Martin  spoke  about  the  Association  of  Junior  Leagues  of 
America.  At  the  second  meeting  held  at  the  Thrift  Shop  the 
provisionals  learned  about  the  shop.  Mrs.  George  Walker  told 
also  of  the  League's  history  and  finances. 

Each  provisional  was  assigned  a  different  aspect  of  commun- 
ity life  for  study  and  prepared  a  paper  on  it.  She  then  presented 
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it  to  the  other  provisionals.  In  conducting  a  meeting  of  her  own 
rather  than  listening  to  lectures  the  girl  learned  far  more.  At 
each  meeting  in  addition  to  either  the  Education  Chairman  or 
Provisional  Chairman  was  a  League  member  particularly  inter- 
ested in  that  certain  phase  of  the  community. 

The  Community  subjects  were  as  follows  with  the  name  of 
the  member  following  the  provisional's:  "Who  Lives  Here?"  Kate 
Ogburn — Mrs.  R.  A.  McCuiston,  "Where  It  Lives"  Johnnie  Ben- 
net — Mrs.  John  Whitaker,  "It  Makes  Its  Living"  Ruth  Pleasants 
— Mrs.  Thomas  Follin,  "Families  and  Children  Are  Its  Concern" 
Betsy  Ford — Mrs.  Marcus  Wilkinson,  "It  Looks  To  Health"  Carol 
Glenn — Mrs.  George  Walker  and  Mrs.  James  Fain,  "It  Goes  To 
School"  Ann  Bennett — Mrs.  M.  E.  Miller,  "It  Enriches  the  Lives 
of  Its  Citizens"  Lily  Struthers — Mrs.  Thomas  Moore,  "Radio" 
Jane  Hanes — Mrs.  Linville  Martin  and  Mrs.  Irving  Carlyle,  Mrs. 
R.  B.  Crawford,  Jr.,  explained  the  Children's  Theater's  past  and 
present  at  one  of  the  meetings. 

In  addition  there  were  two  panels;  Miss  Mary  Garber  con- 
ducted the  one  on  "It  Manages  Itself"  when  Mr.  Irving  Carlyle, 
Mr.  James  Hanes  and  Mr.  Ralph  Stockton  were  the  speakers. 
"It  Plans  Together"  was  the  final  meeting  summing  up  the  com- 
munity study  with  M^-s.  Linville  Martin,  Mrs.  Irving  Cariyle  and 
Miss  Caroline  Waggoner. 

The  provisionals  have  been  placed  in  volunteer  jobs  and  their 
study  and  sincere  interest  in  the  Junior  League  and  their  com- 
munity will  be  an  inspiration  to  the  "continued  education"  of 
us  all.

The  Newssheet  for  1944-45  was  published  in  nine  issues  using 
the  newspaper  format.  All  issues  will  be  bound  for  filing  purposes. 

During  the  year  the  Newssheet  committee  covered  in  each 
issue  the  activities  of  the  Junior  League  members;  the  projects 
of  the  League  as  a  whole;  the  service  projects  of  the  community; 
and  on  a  few  occasions  subjects  of  national  interest. 

The  attempt  of  the  committee  was  to  keep  a  record  of  im- 
portant achievements  of  the  League  and  to  present  certain  com- 
munity problems  in  which  the  organization  was  interested. 

One  issue  was  devoted  to  the  national  elections,  setting  forth 
the  policies  of  both  presidential  candidates.  The  aim  of  that 
issue  was  to  get  every  member  of  the  group  to  vote. 

In  the  December  issue  we  published  (for  the  first  time  in 
print)  a  report  on  the  juvenile  detention  facilities  in  our  city.

To  an  organization  founded  on  volunteer  service,  let  us  assume 
these  new  obligations  along  with  our  old  ones  with  a  new  deter- 
mination and  vigor.

RADIO 

It  was  decided  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  that  the  first  job 
for  the  League  Radio  Committee  would  be  to  make  the  A.J.L.A. 
transcription  series,  Books  Bring  Adventure,  available  to  the 
schools  and  to  promote  the  series  through  the  librarians,  students 
and  teachers.  Correlated,  interpretive  story  telling  prior  to  each 
broadcast,  together  with  appropriate  exhibits,  was  taken  over  by 
the  Arts  Committee. 

Nine  forty-five  on  Wednesday  morning  was  the  time  jointly 
decided  upon  by  the  radio  station,  teachers  of  the  grades  to 
which  the  broadcast  would  be  beamed,  and  the  radio  committee. 
Books  Bring  Adventure,  stories  of  children  in  the  Allied  Nations 
taken  out  of  well-known  children's  books,  began  December  11  and 
ended  February  7.  Teachers,  as  well  as  students,  seemed  enthus- 
iastic and  by  the  time  the  series  had  really  begun  in  earnest,  the 
majority  of  the  colored  and  white  schools  in  the  city  had  ob- 
tained the  necessary  facilities  to  recieve  these  weekly  programs. 

After  this  series  ended,  the  in-school  broadcasts,  which  had 
from  the  beginning  been  closely  tied-in  with  the  Community 
Radio  Council,  were  turned  over  by  the  League  Radio  Committee 
to  the  Children's  Programming  Committee  of  the  Radio  Council. 
It  was  felt  that  in  this  way  overlapping  of  efforts  would  be 
avoided,  and  that,  most  important,  future  in-school  broadcasts 
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would  benefit  because  of  tbe  additional  promotion  tlirough  sub- 
committees already  set  up  under  tbe  Cbildren's  Programming 
Committee.  The  next  series,  therefore,  Up  and  Down  the  Scales, 
was  handled  directly  under  the  Council. 

The  Radio  Committee  was  put  on  the  budget  for  the  first 
time  this  year.  Out  of  these  funds  the  Books  Bring  Adventure 
series  was  rented  and  later  purchased  for  the  permanent  record 
library  of  the  Community  Radio  Council.  Out  of  tliese  funds  also 
came  material  for  promotion  in  the  schools  and  incidental  aid 
for  the  Council. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  1944-45,  it  was  generally  felt  that  the 
League  Committee  should  not  have  a  radio  project  of  its  own,  but 
should  try  to  find  the  best  way  possible  to  help  the  over-all 
Radio  Council.  The  power  and  the  responsibility  of  interpretation 
would  rest  with  the  League  Radio  Committee,  interpretation  to 
the  League  of  the  work  of  the  council  is  trying  to  do,  and  the 
place  it  is  filling  in  the  community.  At  the  same  time,  it  would, 
ideally,  interpret  to  the  Council  what  the  League  expects  it  to 
accomplish  and  what  its  community  responsibility  should  be. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  contract  with  radio  consultant 
Charlotte  Demorest  ended  January  1,  1945.  The  future  of  the 
Radio  Plan  was  therefore  the  foremost  question  that  presented 
itself  in  the  Fall  of  1944  to  the  League  as  a  whole,  to  the  League 
radio  committee  and  to  the  community.  At  this  time,  it  was  clear- 
ly brought  out  that  the  demonstration,  started  in  the  Fall  of 
1943,  was  no  longer  looking  solely  to  the  future,  but  was  a  "going 
concern'"  which  had  already  proved  its  worth,  in  part,  to  com- 
munity agencies.  Foreseeing  the  Radio  Council's  great  interpre- 
tive possibilities,  therefore,  the  Community  Chest  requested  that 
the  organization  be  continued  and  promised  financial  support. 
And  so — after  its  December  meeting,  the  League  voted  that  the 
Radio  Council  be  continued  for  three  years.  The  League  voted 
to  give  $2,500  per  year  to  be  added  to  the  $1,000.00  per  year 
that  the  Chest  ear-marked  for  this  purpose.  Under  the  new  set-up 
Hannah  Williams  took  over  Charlotte  Demorest's  job  January 
1  in  the  position  of  Executive  Secretary;  Douglas  Angel  was  ap- 
pointed as  director  of  the  Workshop. 

During  the  year  Gloria  Chandler,  A.J.L.A.  Radio  Consultant, 
was  in  Winston-Salem  on  two  visits  to  meet  with  the  Radio  Com- 
mittee, the  Junior  League  Board  and  the  Radio  Council.  During 
her  October  visit  she  was  guest  speaker  at  the  Junior  League 
monthly  meeting. 

The  League  was  represented  at  two  outstanding  conferences 
in  the  spring  of  1944 — the  Association  for  Education  by  Radio  at 
Columbus,  Ohio,  and  a  conference  on  children's  programs  at 
Newark,  New  Jersey.  Radio  Consultant,  Charlotte  Demorest,  and 
the  Radio  Chairman  attended  the  Columbus  conference  and  a 
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Radio  Committee  member,  Elizabeth  Dyer,  and  the  Radio  Cliair- 
man  attended  the  event  in  Newark,  New  Jersey.

THRIFT  SHOP 

The  year  ending  March  31,  1945,  has  been  a  most  successful 
year  for  the  Thrift  Shop,  the  profit,  $2,748,  having  been  the  larg- 
est in  its  history. 

In  June  Mrs.  Perry  and  three  committee  members  went  to 
Charlotte  to  see  tlieir  Junior  League  Thrift  Shop.  From  it  we 
gained  a  lot  of  good  ideas,  some  of  which  have  already  been  put 
into  operation,  and  others  that  we  hope  to  use. 

In  September  improvements  were  made  in  the  shop,  after 
waiting  two  months  to  get  a  priority  for  the  lumber.  The  toilet 
was  enclosed,  shelves  built,  a  dust-proof  closet  built  and  painted, 
thus  enabling  the  shop  to  handle  better  clothes. 

At  the  October  Junior  League  meeting  a  Thrift  Shop  "fashion 
show"  was  held  in  an  effort  to  show  the  members  what  kind  of 
merchandise  sells  best  and  what  is  needed. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  shop  has  had  an  increasing 
better  class  of  trade,  and  has  also  served  and  helped  clothe  a 
class  in  the  community  who  could  not  trade  elsewhere.  Because 
of  a  lack  of  children's  clothes  we  have  had  to  turn  away  people 
who  have  heretofore  depended  on  the  shop. 

The  shop  has  had  a  larger  commission  business  than  ever  be- 
fore, paying  $2,538  for  the  year.  About  half  of  this  was  paid  to 
non-league  members  who  have  heard  of  the  shop  and  the  good  it 
does  in  the  community. 

The  shop  has  given  clothes  to  the  Family  Service  Agency,  to 
the  Salvation  Army,  to  the  Russian  War  Relief  Drive,  books  to 
the  Baptist  Hospital  bookmobile,  individual  gifts  of  clothing  to 
needy  people  and  books  to  the  colored  Y.  W.  C.  A. 

Again  this  year  the  shop  has  suffered  from  a  lack  of  volun- 
teer helpers,  causing  the  shop  to  be  closed  at  lunch  time,  but  the 
volunteers  who  have  come  have  been  faithful  and  have  given  im- 
measurable help.  Mrs.  A.  C.  Perry's  untiring  interest  in  the  shop 
has  benefitted  the  members  and  customers  greatly  and  has 
brought  many  new  cu'stomers  into  the  shop.

WAYS  AND  MEANS 

The  chief  task  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  is  making 
and  adjusting  a  yearly  budget.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Committee 
has  the  responsibility  of  recommending  to  the  Board  changes  in 
financial  policy.  In  line  with  this,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
finance  the  Community  Radio  Plan  in  conjunction  with  the  Com- 
munity Chest  and  Council.  This  will  mean  an  expenditure  of 
$2,500  annuallj^  for  three  years,  beginning  January  1,  1945. 

In  February  the  need  for  an  expanded  Arts  and  Crafts  pro- 
gram in  the  Recreation  Department  was  presented  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Cultural  Arts  Comrnittee.  The  League  voted,  unani- 
mously, to  pay  not  more  than  $3,000.00  annually  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed  three  years  toward  the  salary  of  an  Arts  and  Crafts 
instructor  for  the  Recreation  Department.  In  addition  to  this, 
$1,000.00  was  presented  to  the  Wachovia  Historical  Society  for  a 
part-time  museum  director. 

The  Junior  League  Beauty  Parlor  pledged  and  paid  to  the 
League  $2,500.00.  The  Thrift  Shop  pledged  $1,000.00  and  paid  to 
the  League  $1,500.00  in  excess  of  this  pledge.

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BY-LAWS 

of  the 

Junior  League  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C. 


ARTICLE  I— NAME 

The  name  of  this  or^Miiization  shall  be  the  .Junior  League  of 
Winston- Salem,  Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  n— OBJECT  AND  POLICIES 

Object:  The  object  of  this  League  shall  be  to  foster  interest 
among  its  members  in  the  social,  economic,  educational,  cultural  and 
civic  conditions  of  the  community  and  to  make  efficient  their  vol- 
unteer service. 

Policies:  The  policies  of  the  League  shall  be  in  harmony  with 
the  policies  of  the  Association  of  the  Junior  Leagues  of  Am«*rica, 
Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  III— MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Classes  of  Membership. 

The  membership  of  this  League  shall  consist  of  young  women 
who  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Association.  The 
classes  of  membership  shall  be  Provisional.  Active,  Sustaim'nLr,  Xon- 
Kesident. 

A.  Provisional  Membership 

Provisional  members  are  those  who  are  engaged  in  comply- 
ing with  the  requirements  for  admission  to  Active  member- 
ship and  are  not  eligible  to  vote  or  hold  office.  Provisional 
members  shall  be  required  to  complete  a  provisional  mem- 
ber's course  and  a  period  of  volunteer  service  satisfactory  to 
the  Placement  Committee  within  twelve  months  after  their 
election  to  provisional  membership.  An  extension  of  time 
may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  the  case  of 
provisionals  who  for  unavoidable  reasons  are  unable  to  com- 
plete the  course.  Provisionals  who  have  completed  these  re- 
quirements are  admitted  to  active  membership  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Those  members  fail- 
ing to  meet  the  provisional  requirements  shall  be  dropped 
from  membership  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors and  may  not  come  up  again  for  membership  within 
two  years. 

B.  Active  Membership 

Active  members  are  those  who  have  completed  the  require- 
ments for  Provisional  Members  and  have  been  admitted  to 
Active  membership.  They  may  not  be  over  forty  years  of 
age,  with  the  exception  of  Board  members  completing  their 
term  of  office.  They  may  hold  office  and  vote.  They  shall 
justify  their  membership  through  some  form  of  community 
service  satisfactory  (in  quality  and  amount)  to  the  Place- 
ment Committee. 

C.  Sustaining:  Membership 

Sustaining  members  are  those  who  have  reached  the  age  lim- 
it for  Active  membership.  They  may  not  vote  or  hold  office. 

D.  Non-Resident  Membership 

Active  and   Sustaining  members   in    good   standing  are  en- 
titled to  Non-Resident  membership  which  is  open  to  those 
living  outside  the  county  of  Forsyth,  North  Carolina.  They 
may  not  vote  or  hold  office. 
Section  2.    Admission  to  Membership. 
A.  Eligibility 

Proposed  members  shall  be  between  twenty  and  thirty-three 
years  of  age,  shall  have  completed  their  schooling,  and  shall 
have  been  residents  of  Winston-Salem  or  its  vicinity  at  least 
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one  year.  Before  accepting  the  invitation  to  membership, 
they  shall  agree  to  engage  in  community  service  in  connec- 
tion with  the  program  of  the  League. 

B.  Proposed  for  Membership 

Each  candidate  shall  be  proposed  by  one  member  and  sec- 
onded by  two  members  on  a  form  provided  for  the  purpose. 
Active  and  Sustaining  members  may  propose  one  candidate 
and  second  one  candidate  during  a  given  year,  but  no  mem- 
ber of  the  Membership  Committee  nor  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors may  propose  or  second  a  candidate.  No  member  may 
propose  a  relative.  Applications  for  membership  shall  be 
received  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee  bv 
July  1. 

C.  Election  to  Membership 

The  number  of  Provisional  members  admitted  each  year  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Directors  after  first  advising 
with  the  Membership  Committee  and  Placement  Committee. 
This  action  shall  be  taken  prior  to  the  annual  election  of 
Provisional  members.  New  members  shall  be  elected  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  names  of 
the  newly  elected  members  shall  be  announced  at  the  October 
meeting  of  the  League. 
Section  3.    Changres  in  Membership 

Applications  for  change  to  another  class  of  membership  shall  be 
made  in  writing  to  the  Recording  Secretary  and  will  be  acted  upon 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  time  during  the  year. 
Inter-I^eague  Membership 

A  member  of  any  League  who  is  subject  to  constant  change  of 
residence  may  have  an  Inter-League  Card  and  shall  be  listed  as  a 
member  of  the  League  issuing  the  card. 
Transfer  of  Members 

Only  Provisional,  Active,  Sustaining  and  Non-Resident  members 
in  good  standing  may  have  the  privilege  of  transferring  membership 
to  another  League.  The  right  of  transfer  granted  in  this  section  need 
not  extend  to  a  person  who  has  lived  for  some  time  in  Winston- 
Salem  without  being  a  member  of  this  League,  a  person  who  has 
been  refused  membership  or  who  has  been  dropped  or  expelled  from 
membership  by  this  League.  Transferred  Provisional  members  shall 
take  the  additional  training  required  by  Leagues  to  which  they 
transfer.  The  Board  of  Directors  is  not  required  to  accept  transfers 
which  exceed  twenty-five  per  cent  of  all  admissions  to  membership 
in  any  one  year. 

Section  4.    Resignations,  Dropped  Members,  Re-instatements 

A.  Resignations 

Any  member  of  the  League  who  is  not  in  arrears,  in  dues  or 
in  the  performance  of  League  duties  may  resign.  Resigna- 
tions shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Recording  Secretary 
of  the  League  at  least  two  weeks  before  dues  become  pay- 
able; otherwise  members  shall  be  liable  for  dues  for  the 
coming  year. 

B.  Dropped  Members 

Members  may  be  dropped  from  the  League  for  cause  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

C.  Re-instatements 

Members  who  have  resigned  while  in  good  standing  may  be 
re-instated  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, upon  paying  a  sum  determined  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

ARTECI.E  IV— OFFICERS 

Section  1.  Personnel 

The  officers  of  this  League  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  Assistant  Treasurer. 
Section  2.  Nomination 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  a  slate  of  one  candi- 
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date  for  euch  office  to  be  filled.  Tlir  shite  sluill  he  smf  ))>  the  Ile- 
cording  Secretary  to  each  votin/^  incniher  of  the  Lea^nK"  at  h'ast  two 
weekvS  before  the  election  meeting,'. 

Independent  nominations  may  be  made  in   writing;  by  five  Ac- 
tive members  of  the  League,  They  shall  be  rrccivt'd  by  the  Record- 
ing Secretary  at  least  two  days  i)rior  to  the  election  meeting  and 
shall  be  announced  with  the  Nominating  Committee's  slate. 
Section  3.  Elections 

Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  March  iiu'eting  of  the 
League  for  a  term  of  one  year.  They  shall  assume  their  durirs  im- 
mediately after  the  May  meeting. 
Section  4.  Duties 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Ijeagut'.  Hoard 
of  Directors  and  Executive  Committee;  shall  appoint  the 
Membership  Chairman  and  personnel  of  committees,  not  oth- 
erwise provided  for  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees 
except  the  Nominating  Committee.  She  shall,  with  the  Treas- 
urer, sign  all  contracts  and  obligations  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  pertaining 
to  the  office. 

B.  Vice-President 

The  Vice-President  shall  assist  the  President  and  perform 
the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

C.  Recording-  Secretary 
The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  League,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  She  shall  keep  a  correct,  classified  list  of 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  members  and  shall  maintain 
a  file  of  essential  records  which  shall  be  transferred  to  her 
successor  at  the  close  of  her  term  of  office.  She  shall,  with 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  compile  the  annual  reports  and 
edit  the  year  book. 
Corresponding  Secretary 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  general  cor- 
respondence of  the  League.   She  shall  assist  the  Recording 
Secretary  in  compiling  the  annual  reports  and  editing  the 
year  book. 
Treasurer 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  funds  of  the 
League;  shall  collect  all  dues  and  assessments  and  receive 
all  monies  except  for  those  activities  which  have  their  own 
treasurer  or  other  person  specifically  appointed  to  handle 
finances.  Such  persons  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Treasurer.  She  shall  make  payments  in  accordance  v.ith  the 
budget  on  written  authorization  of  the  President:  f'xpenses 
not  provided  for  in  the  budget  shall  be  incurred  and  i^aid 
only  upon  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

She  shall  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  and  shall  present 
financial  statements  at  regular  meetings  of  the  League  and 
Board;  she  shall  turn  over  to  her  successor  all  books  and 
financial  records  and  shall  take  a  listed  receipt  therefor. 
Assistant  Treasurer 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Treasurer  in  her  absence  and  assist  her  when  necessary. 

AKTICI>E  V_BOARD  OF  I>IRECTORS 
Section  1.  Personnel 

The  Board   of  Directors   shall  consist   of  the  officers  and  the 
chairmen  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee  each  year.  Chair- 
men are  appointed  by  the  President  with  tlie  a])proval  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee. 
Section  2.    Term  of  Office 

Officers  are  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year ;  chairmen  appointed 
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for  a  term  of  out'  year.  No  officer  or  chairman  sliall  hold  the  same 
office  for  more  than  two  terms  in  succession. 
Section  3.    Duties  and  Powers 

The  Board  of  Directors  sliall  have  general  charge  and  control 
of  the  affairs,  program,  funds  and  property  of  the  League.  It'  shall 
be  the  final  arbiter  in  matters  of  interpretation  of  these  By r Laws. 
Section  4.  Vacancies 

Vacancies  among  the  officers  shall  be  filled  by  election  by  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Vacancies  among  the  chairmen   shall  be  filled 
by  the  President  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  un- 
til the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office.  - 
Section  5.  Meeting:s 

The  Board  of  Directors .  shall  hold  regular  monthly  meetings 
from  October  through  June.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President  and  must  be  called   upon  the  written   recxuest   of  three 
members  of  the  Board.  , 
Section  6.    Executive  Committee 

There  sliall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  the  offi- 
cers, which  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  be- 
tween meetings.  The  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  be  submitted  to  the  l^oard  for  ratification  at  its  next 
meeting. 

Section  7.  Quorums 

lilight  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  three  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  respectively. 

ARTICLE  VI— COMMITTEES 

There  shall  be  the  following  Committees  who  shall  present  plans 
for  work  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  No  work  shall  be  undertaken 
without  the  Board's  approval. 

A.  Membership  Committee 

The  Membership  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  mem- 
bers selected  by  ballot  of  the  voting  members  at  the  April 
meeting  from  a  list  of  twenty  Active  and  Sustaining  mem- 
bers, who  have  lived  in  Winston-Salem  five  years  or  more, 
submitted  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  No  member  may 
serve  on  the  Membership  Committee  more  than  two  years  in 
succession.  If  such  a  person  should  be  elected,  the  Member- 
ship Chairman  shall  have  the  power  to  pass  on  to  the  name 
receiving  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  in  filling  the 
Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  meet  regularly  from  July  to  Octo- 
ber to  consider  and  discuss  the  applications  for  provisional 
membership  and  the  names  of  other  possible  candidates.  At 
the  October  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  list  of  those 
names  r*^commended  by  the  Membership  Committee  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Board. 

B.  Placement  Committee 

The  Placement  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Placement 
Chairman,  the  Education  Chairman  and  the  chairmen  of 
groups  of  volunteers  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee 
each  year.  The  function  of  the  Placement  Committee  shall 
be  to  plan  and  supervise  the  volunteer  service  program  of 
the  League. 

C.  Education  Committee 

The  Education  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Education 
Chairman,  the  Placement  Chairman,  the  chairmen  of  groups 
of  volunteers  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee  each 
year,  and /or  other  persons.  The  duties  of  the  Education 
Committee  shall  be  to  plan  and  supervise  the  educational 
program  of  the  League. 

D.  Nominating-  Committee 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  mem- 
bers, two  appointed  by  the  President  and  three  elected  by 
the  League  at  the  April  meeting,  and  the  Placement  Chair- 
man  ex-officio.   The   Nominating   Committee    shall   elect  its 
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own  chairmnii.  The  NoniinjitiiiK  ('oiuiuittcf'  shall  serve  for 
one  year,  ami  shnll  submit  nominations  for  officers,  the 
Membershifj  Committee  an<i  deleji:at<»s  to  the  annunl  <'on- 
ference. 

E.  Public  Relations  Committer 

Tlie  Public  Relations  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Tublic 
UelJitions  Chairman,  Newssheet  Editor,  MaKJ»/>ine  Cliniriiian, 
other  chnirmen  desifinated  by  the  Executive  Committee  each 
year  ;ind/or  other  persons.  The  (hities  of  the  Tublic  Rela- 
tions Committee  shall  be  to  phni  and  supervise  tlie  jmblicity 
of  the  League.  No  meml)er  of  the  Leajiue  shall  j^ive  out  to 
the  press  any  news  item  or  information  concerning-  the 
League  without  the  approval  of  the  Public  Relations  Chair- 
man. 

F.  Xewssheet  Committee 

The  Newssheet  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Newssheet 
P^ditor,  as  Chairman,  and  such  jissistants  as  she  may  reciuire. 
The  duties  of  the  Newssheet  Committee  are  to  edit  and 
publish  the  Newssheet. 

G.  Ways  and  Means  Committee 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Treas- 
urer, as  Chairman,  the  Public  Relations  Chairman,  the  Place- 
ment Chairman  and  the  Chairman  of  any  money-raising  ac- 
tivities either  temporary  or  permanent.  The  duties  of  this 
Committee  shall  be  to  supervise  and  plan  for  the  financing 
of  the  League's  administrative  and  community  program  and 
to  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  in  that  regard:  to 
compile  the  budget  for  presentation  to  the  Board  and  to  the 
League. 

H.  vSpecial  Committees 

Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  which  shall  desig- 
nate their  powers  and  the  term  of  the  committee's  appoint- 
ment. 

ARTICLE  VII_MEETINGS  OF  THE  LEAGUE 
Annual  Meeting 

The  Annual  meeting  of  the  League  shall  be  held  in  May  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  the  annual  reports  and  of  installing  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Regular  and  Special  Meetings 

Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  from  October  through  May,  the 
March  meeting  being  designated  for  the  election  of  officers.  Other 
meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
or  upon  written  request  of  ten  members  of  the  League. 

Quorum 

A  quorum  of  the  League  shall  consist  of  one-third  of  the  vot- 
ing members. 

ARTICLE  YIII— FINANCIAL  ARRANGE3IENTS 

Section  1.    Fiscal  Year,  Audit  and  Bonding 

The  fiscal  year  shall  be  from  April  1  to  March  31, 
All  League  books  shall  be  audited  at  least  annually  by  a  certi- 
fied public  accountant. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  in  the  amount  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  3.    Membership  Dues 

All  classes  of  membership  shall  pay  annual  dues  of  $8.00  which 
shall  include  the  Association  dues  of  .$4.00,  part  of  which  covers  the 
subscription  to  the  Junior  League  Magazine.  Provisional  members 
jshall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  .$10.00. 

A.  Payment 

.  Dues  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  fiscal  year. 
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The  Treasurer  shall  send  notices  to  each  member  on  April 
1.  Members  whose  dues  and  fines  are  not  paid  by  May  1  will 
be  notified  by  card  by  the  Treasurer.  Members  whose  dues 
and  fines  are  not  paid  by  May  15  will  be  sent  a  registered 
letter.  Members  whose  dues  and  fines  are  not  paid  by  June 
1  will  be  dropped.  The  only  acceptable  excuse  for  non-pay- 
ment is  financial  disability,  made  in  writing  each  year,  and 
received  by  the  Treasurer  on  or  before  June  1, 

B.  Refunds 

Refunds  of  dues  will  not  be  made  to  members  resigning 
during  the  fiscal  year. 

Refunds  will  not  be  made  to  provisionals  failing  to  meet 
the  requirements. 

C.  A.  J.  J^.  Indebtedness 

Members  delinquent  in  paying  this  indebtedness  to  the  A.  J. 
L.  A.  shall  be  considered  in  arrears  in  their  dues  to  this 
League. 

Section  3.    Association  Dues 

The  Treasurer  of  the  League  shall  pay  yearly  per  capita  dues 
for  all  classes  of  Membership  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association. 

Section  4.    Letters,  Agreements  and  Contracts 

Before  any  letter,  agreement,  or  contract  involving  the  expendi- 
ture of  Junior  League  funds  shall  be  signed  and  delivered,  it  shall 
be  approved  by  an  attorney  retained  by  the  Junior  League.  It  shall 
also  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  IX— DELEGATES  TO  ASSOCIATION  CONFERENCES 

Delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be 
Active  members  elected  by  the  League. 

Delegates  to  special  meetings  or  conferences  shall  be  Active 
members  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  X— AMENDMENTS  AND   RULES  OF  ORDER 

Tlie  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  League,  provided  the 
proposed  amendment  has  been  mailed  to  each  voting  member  at 
least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  tlie  meeting ;  or  provided  the 
proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  over  the  signature 
of  five  Active  members  at  least  one  meeting  prior  to  that  at  which 
action  is  taken,  and  due  notice  of  such  meeting  or  action  is  given 
the  membership. 

Roberts  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  the  parliamentary  authority 
for  all  matters  of  procedure  not  specifically  covered  by  the  By-Laws 
or  by  special  rules  of  procedure  adopted  by  the  League. 

ADDENDA 

Policies  and  procedures  which  have  been  voted  by  the  Leagues 
in  Association  Annual  Meetings  are  binding  on  all  Leagues  and 
League  members.  They  shall  be  printed  as  addenda  to  our  By-Laws 
in  the  year  book.  For  lack  of  space  they  are  here  omitted.  See  Page 
102-105  in  the  Junior  League  Handbook  for  information.

1.  Administrative 

A.  Meetings 

A  meeting  of  the  Junior  League  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  the  following  months,  unless  otherwise  desig- 
nated with  proper  notice:  April,  November,  December,  Jan- 
uary, February  and  March. 

B.  Expenses  of  Delegates 

The  full  expenses  of  delegates  to  conferences  and  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  paid  by  the  League. 

C.  Thrift  Shop  Quota 

Any  Junior  League  member,  other  than  Non- Resident  mem- 
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bcTs,  sh;ill   bo  re<niirt'(l   to  pay  jiiinually  on  April  1    in  cash 
to  thv  Thrift  Shoj)  any  amount  not  otherwise  contrilmred  in 
runinia^e  to  complete  her  Thrift  Sliop  (juota. 
2.  Departni«'iital 

A.  Membership  ('ommittee 

This  shall  be  a  secret  committee. 

The  Membershi])  Chairman  shall  be  responsible  for  coimtin;? 
the  ballots  for  membershii>  committee  and  <-alIinj;  all  meet- 
ings. 

No  member  may  serve  on  the  Membershi]>  Committee  for 
more  than  two  years  in  succession.  In  case  a  member  has 
served  for  tw^o  successive  years  and  is  ajiain  elected,  the 
Membership  Chairman  shall  call  upon  the  person  receiving 
the  next  highest  vote  to  serve  instead.  In  case  of  a  tie.  the 
six  members  and  tlie  Membershij)  Chairman  shall  have  the 
power  to  determine  by  a  majority  vote  the  seventh  member 
of  the  committee. 

Relatives   (mothers,   sisters,   sisters-in-law,   first  cousins  i  of 
candidates  for  provisional  membership  may  not  serve  on  the 
Membership  Committee.  If  such  a  person  is  elected,  sh*'  shall 
be  replaced  by  the  person  receiving  the  next  highesr  num 
ber  of  votes. 

The  Membership  Committee  shall  acquaint  themselves  con- 
cerning the  individual  candidates  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  finding  out  their  qualifications.  After  thorough  discus- 
sion, a  vote  by  secret  ballot  shall  be  taken.  Five  affirnuitive 
votes  of  the  Membership  Committee  are  necessary  for  elec- 
tion by  this  Committee. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  held  one 
week  at  least  before  the  regular  meeting,  the  Membershii) 
Chairman  shall  submit  the  list  of  candidates  elected  l^y  the 
-  Membership  Commiittee.  The  Board  shall  vote  by  secret  bal- 
lot on  the  list.  To  be  elected  to  Provisional  membershij)  a 
candidate  must  receive  a  three-fourths  majority  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Invitations  shall  be  mailed  immediately 
to  those  elected,  and  the  names  of  those  who  accept  shall 
be  announced  by  the  Membership  Chairman  at  the  October 
meeting. 

B.  Provisional  Training  Course 

Punctual  attendance  by  the  Provisional  members  ui)on  all 
lectures  planned  for  the  Training  Course  is  compulsory. 
A  written  notice  of  the  dates  and  hour  for  all  lectures  must 
accompany  each  letter  of  invitation  to  provisional  members. 
No  further  notice  need  be  given  unless  there  is  a  change  of 
date  or  hour  for  any  lecture. 

All  explanations  for  absence  from  any  lecture  must  be  sent 
in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  If  an  excused  absence 
is  granted  by  the  Board  the  actual  time  of  the  lecture  nor 
attended  must  be  made  up,  and  notes  of  lectures  not  attend- 
ed musit  be  secured  for  study.  If  the  absence  is  not  excused, 
the  entire  course  and  examination  must  be  taken  over  the 
following  year. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  pass  upon  the  record  of  each 
Provisional  member  and  shall  determine  whether  or  not  said 
Provisional  has  satisfactorily  performed  the  requirements 
laid  down  by  it. 

C.  Duties  of  Committee  Chairmen 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  committee  chairman  to  create 
and /or  maintain  a  manual  for  her  committee  which  outlines 
the  methods  and  procedures  by  Avliich  the  committee  fulfills 
the  function  and  duties  assigned  to  it  by  the  By-Laws  or  by 
the  motion  or  executive  order  which  creates  the  committee. 
Such  methods  and  procedures  are  subject  to  change,  at  the 
discretion  of  .the  committee,  provided  they  do  not  conflict 
with  the  By-Law^s,  or  with  any  Standing  Rules  adoi>ted  by 
the  League  or  the  Board  of  Directors.
